To  the  C hair  man  and  Menihers  of  the  Health  Committee. 

I have  i)leasure  in  submitting  for  yonr  information  my  TAventy-Ninth 
Annual  Reuort  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  condition  of  the  Borough  of 
Dukinneld  during  the  year  1920.  This  report  includes  the  usual  tabular 
statements  of  births,  sickness,  and  mortality  occurring  in  the  tOAAm  during 
this  period. 

Although  there  has  been  nothing  in  the  nature  of  an  epidemic  of  any 
infectious  disease  during  the  year,  small  outbreaks  of  Smallpox.  Scarlet 
Fever,  and  Measles,  have  increased  the  work  and  responsibility  of  the 
Health  Department. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  sanitary  administration,  Avlnch  is,  naturally, 
the  routine  Avork  of  this  department,  there  is  added  to  its  duties.

The  Petroleum  and  ExplosiA  es  Act- 
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This  extraneous  work  which  it  has  been  the  custom  to  acid,  year  hj 
year,  to  the  duties  of  this  office,  entails  considerable  time  and  energy,  and 
interferes  with  the  efficiency  of  the  important  work  of  Sanitary  Inspection. 
These  duties,  clerical  and  otherwise,  which  have  been  added  to  the  officials 
of  your  committee  urgently  demand  further  assistance.  It  is  impossible  for 
the  Inspector  to  attend  to  his  duties  as  inspector  and  to  do  clerical  work  in 
the  office  at  the  same  time.  More  especially  does  this  apply  at  the  present 
moment,  when  the  work  in  connection  with  conversions,  and  the  detailed 
inspection  of  property  is  being  carried  out,  at  the  committee’s  request, 
under  considerable  pressure. 

I leave  this  report  in  your  hands,  hoping  that  each  may  find  in  it,  not 
only  the  information  he  wants,  but  also  suggestioirs  as  to  the  needs  of  the 
town,  and  the  stimulus  required  to  promote  the  physical  and  moral  well- 
being of  its  inhabitants. 

In  Reports  of  this  nature,  which  have  to  do  not  only  with  the  Sanitary 
circumstances,  but  also  with  the- natural  and  social  conditions  of  the  district, 
it  is  impossible  tO'  avoid  repetition,  as  each  report  must  be  complete  in 
itself  to  satisfy  the  requirements'  of  the  jMinistry  of  Health  and  the 
Cheshire  County  Council,  to  whom  copies  are  required  to  be  sent. 

PHYSICAL  FEATURES. 

The  town  is  on  the  left  baidc.  of  the  river  Tame,  which  divides  T.anca- 
shire  from  Cfiieshire.  The  distriet  is  divided  into  three  Wards.  The 
Central  and  West  Wards  are  bounded  by  the  river,  the  East  Ward — the  most 
elevated  part — 'being  some  distance  from  it. 

The  river  is  279  feet  abo^'e  the  sea  level,  bid.  at  Hough  Hill  the  height 
is  about  700  feet.  The  centre  of  the  town  is  fairly  well  populated,  but 
other  districts,  and  more  particularly  the  East,  consist  of  farm  land  and 
open  spaces,  so  that  Dukiulield,  although  to  a large  extent  a manufactur- 
ing town,  is  in  part  rural,  and  finds  employment  for  some  milk  farmers. 
The  sub-soil  is  in  some  places  a loamy  clay  and  in  others  sandstone,  and 
the  outcrop  the  Permian  system.  Underneath  there  are  the  coal  measures.' 
Although  at  the  present  moment  no  coal  pits  arc?  working,  for  many  years 
coal  mining  was  a very  important  industry  in  the  district. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  chief  occupations  of  the  inhabitants  are— cotton  manufacture  (both 
spinning  and  weaving),  engineering,  boiler  nmking,  electric  accumulator 
works,  soap  works,  dye  works,  rope  manufacturing,  carriage  and  wagon 
works,  and  one  brewery.  With  one  exception,  none  of  these  industries 
is  specially  injurious  to  the  health  of  the  workers,  who,  as  a i-ule.  are  a 


fairly  healthy  class  of  men  and  women.  The  rateable  valne  of  the  town  is 
£96,218,  and  the  amount  of  Poor  Law  ont-i'elief  for  the  year  was  £1363. 

The  District  Infirmary  situated  in  the  Borough  of  Ashton-imder- 
I.yne,  is  -well  supported  both  by  pnblic  and  private  charity,  and  many  of 
the  poor  avail  themselves  of  the  benefits  to  be  obtained  fiom  this  excellent 
institntion. 

The  local  Sick-Xursing  Institution  is  also  supported  by  private 
charity,  and  the  nurses'  services  are  highly  appreciated  by  the  sick  poor  of 
the  town.  One  nurse  is  now  employed  in  this  deserving  work. 

H0U8E  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  house  accommodation,  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  new  buildings  in 
recent,  years,  is  not  sufficient.  Of  a total  of  4,774  houses  only  7 are  nn- 
oocupied,  compared  with  147  in  1911.  The  majority  of  the  people  in  the 
town  belong  to  the  working  class,  and  from  1906  to  1911  excellent  cottage 
houses  were  built,  fitted  with  modern  sanitary  arrangements  and  conveni- 
ences, and  with  plenty  of  air  space.  X'o  plans  were  submitted  and  passed 
for  new  houses  during  the  yeai's  1915  to  1920,  compared  with  two  in,  1914, 
eight  in  1915,  and  five  in  1912,  which  compares  unfavourably  with  previous 
years,  viz: — 50  in  1911,  40  in  1910,  50  in  1908,  61  in  1907,  61  in  1906,  and  24 
in  1905.  In  every  case  the  drains  are  thoroughly  tested  by  the  Surveyor, 
and  strict  supervision  is  taken  by  him  as  regards  structure  and  air  space 
and  fitness  for  habitation.  X^o  action  has  beeii  taken  under  the  ‘‘Housing 
of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1900,”  as  there  are  no  common  lodging  houses 
in  the  district,  but  much  work  has  been  done  under  the  Toun  Planning 
Act,  for  details  of  which  see  Ins])ector’s  Report  appended. 

POPULATION, 

d’he  (piestion  of  population  is  always  interesting,  as,  on  several  occa- 
sions  the  population  of  the  town  has  been  over-estimated,  only  to  find  out 
our  mistake  at  the  census.  Our  estimated  population  is  20,000,  the  census 
returns  for  1911  being  19,426. 

Didiinfield — a Local  Board  District  in  1857,  an  Urban  District  Council 
in  1895 — wag  incorporated  in  1899,  and  consists  of  three  Akirds  : Central, 
' East  and  West. 

My  calculations  have  been  bas.ed  on  a po})ulation  of  20,000. 

Central  Ward,  7,050;  East  Ward,  7,550  ; West  Ward,  5,640.  At  the 
census  of  1901  the  returns  showed  a poi)ulation  of  18,929.  In  1911  the

The  Ui’baii  Sanitary  District  contains  an  area  of  1,405  acres,  and 
shows  a mean  density  of  14’2  per  acre. 


The  following  table,  kindly  supplied  by  INIr.  Weild,  the  Education 
Secretary,  shows  bow  the  number  of  children  on  the  hooks  at  the  various 
Schools  in  the  town  has  decreased  year  after  year  from  1901  to  1905  from 
0,564  to  5,171;  and  for  the  first  time  in  1907  there  was  a slight  increase  on 
the  pi'evious  year,  which  wuis  maintained  in  1900.  This  is  a <piesiion  which, 
of  course,  affects  the  poimlation,  and  is  in  turn  affected  by  the  diminishing 
Birth  Rate  in  Dukiirheld  a.s  in  the  I'est  of  the  country.  In  1909  the  number 
of  children  attending  school  showed  a decrease  of  74  on  the  previous  year ; 
a further  decrease  of  59  in  1910,  of  74  in  1911.  and  of  384  in  the  ten  years 
1901  to  1911.  However,  1912  shows  a slight  increase  of  48,  1913  a decrease  of 
38,  and  1914  an  increase  of  23.  In  1920  the  (igures  "were  3585,  the  highest 
since  the  year  1908.

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OVPmCROWDlNG. 

The  average  inhabiianis  per  house  occupied  was  only  4.19  in  Census 

1911  coiuijared  with  4.48  in  1901.  Many  cases  of  overcrowding  due  to  in- 
sufficient house  acconiniodation  have  been  reported  during  the  yeai’.  Ihi.s 
year’s  Cen.sus  will  show  that  the  a\erage  i>er  house  will  be  larger  than  in 
1911. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  domestic  water  in  Tlidv  in  field  is  excellent  in  quality  and  abundanS 

in  quantity.  D’uring  the  dry  summer  of  1911  there  was  no  shortage. 
Dukinfield  is  joint  owner  of  the  Waterworks  in  the  Swdneshaw  and  Chew 

Valleys,  together  with  the  Boroughs  of  Ashton-under-Lyne,  Stalybridge, 

and  Mossley.  The  present  caj)acity  of  the  reservoii's  owned  by  the  Joint 

Vdaterworks  Cioinmittee  is  about  1,100  million  gallons.  The  w'ater,  at  [)resent, 

comes  fiom  the  wells,  springs,  and  streams  in  the  Swinesha.w  alley,  and 

is  free  fi'om  any  risk  of  jjollution.  The  water  is  soft,  but  .since  the  y’ear 

1912  the  whole  of  the  domestic  supply  of  water  for  this  district  has  been 
filtered  and  treated.  The  method  of  treatment  is  cari'ied  out  on  the  most 
modern  scientific  pi'inciples.  Two'  filter  houses  have  been  opened  at  Swine- 
shaw  and  Chew  A'alley  respectively. 

I am  indebted  to  All'.  Raddin,  the  Engineer  and  Alanager  of  the  District 
Waterworks  for  the  following  information: 


SOURCE  OF  SUPPLY. 

The  W’ater  supidied  to  the  Districts  is  obtained  from  upland  gathering 
grounds  lying  to  tlie  North-East  of  Ashton-under-Lyne,  and  situated  in  the 
Pennine  Range  of  hills  some  five  or  six  miles  from  that  town.  The  follow  - 
ing Table  No.  2 gives  full  particulars  of  the  gathering  grounds,  the 
reservoirs  controlling  same,  and  the  storage  capacity,  etc.,  of  each  reservoir: 
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Catchmekt  Areas,  Reservoirs,  and  Storage  Capacity.

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  river  Tame  separates  the  t\\o  towns  of  Diikinfield  and  Ashton- 
under-Lyne.  No  pollution  enters  the  river  directly  from  works  or  other- 
wise in  the  town,  as  the  sewage  is  first  of  all  treated  at  Bradley  Hurst 
Farm,  and  liltered  belore  beirig  discbarged  into  the  idver. 


SEWERAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  sewerage  system  of  the  distinct,  so  far  as  the  sewers  themselves  are 
concerned,  is  very  efficiently  and  extensively  carried  out,  everything  being 
constructed  according  to  a sewerage  plan,  having  Bradley  Hurst  as  the 
outlet.  I'he  sewerage  is  conveyed  by means  of  a high  and  low-level  sewer, 
and  is  treated  by  chemical  precipitation  with  iiltration,  and  passes  through 
the  land  into  the  river.  The  jilot  of  land  at  Bradley  Hurst  is  63  acres  in 
extent.  Over  12,000  tons  of  sludge  are  sent  over  iier  annum  from  the 
sewerage.  The  sewers  are  ventilated  at  the  manholes,  and  are  regularly 
flushed,  more  erspecially  in  dry  weather.  The  following  extensions  and 
alterations  to  the  Sewerage  W'orks  have  been  completed : — (1)  Five  circular 
filters,  84  feet  in  diameter  by  7 feet  deep.  (2)  One  rectangular  precipitation 
tank,  with  a holding  capacity  of  600,000  gallons.  (3)  Two  storm  tanks,  each 
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with  a capacity  of  300,000  gallons.  (4)  Two  detritus  tanks,  with  automatic 
screens  driven  by  electric  motor.  It  is  also  proposed  not  only  to  light  the 
place  with  electricity,  hut  also  to  use  it  for  pumpijig  purposes. 

HOUSE  DRAINAGE. 

Recent  insjiections  have  shown  that  in  many  cases  tlie  house  drainage 
is  un.satisfactory,  being  of  the  old  rubble  type,  untrapped  and  inefficient. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

There  are  at  the  present  time  four  systems  of  closets  in  the  borough,  viz., 
Ashpit  Pi  ivies,  Rails,  Automatic  Flush  Closets,  and  Fresh  Water  Closets. 

Of  these  systems,  the  only  satisfactory  one  is  the  Fresh  Water  Closet, 
and  as  there  is  no  shortage  of  waiter  it  is  in  every  way  an  admirable  one 
for  thi,s  district,  although  it  is  difficult  to  understand  why  a charge  of 
10s.  per  closet  should  be  made  foi'  water  for  this  purpose.  , 

The  Sanitary  Comnnttee  is  pressing  i>roperty  owners  to  convert  to  the 
Fresh  Water  System,  and  before  long  the  number  of  otb.er  types  will  be  a 
gradually  diminishing  quantity. 

sub-committee  of  the  Health  Committee  was  appointed  to  consider 
the  cjuestion  of  conversions  generally,  and  passed  the  following  resolution, 
w liich  was  adopted  by  the  Council,  viz  : 

‘'That  the  Sanitary  Committee  be  recommended  not  to  embark  upon 
any  general  scheme  of  conversions,  but  that  the  monthly  reports  of  the 
M.O.H.  and  Inspector  as  to  closet  accommodation  be  considered  on  their 
respective  merits,  and  dealt  with  under  the  appropriate  Act  of  Paidia- 
ment.” 

The  method  of  }>rocedure  in  these  cases,  is:  (1)  the  Inispector  in  his 
detailed  inspection  (Regulation  1910)  viexws  the  property.  (2)  He  then  calls 
in  tlie  (M.O.H.  to  see  the  defects  found  ami  these  are  reported  to  the 
Sanitary  'Committee,  (3)  On  the  instruction  of  the  committee,  notice  is 
served  on  the  ow'uers,  and  in  default  of  non-compliance,  the  work  is  done 
by  the  surveyor  and  under  his  supervision.  Although  the  Council  has 
adopted  Sections  39,  40,  41,  and  42  of  the  Public  Health  Act  Amendment 
Act,  1907,  wherever  possible  the  work  of  conversions  is  carried  out  under 
the  1875  Act,  Section  36.

]>Liriiig-  the  year  44  houses  were  dealt  with.  The  luuiiber  of  Midden 
Closets  disjiensed  with  was  28 — or  15  middens.  The  nuiuher  of  Fresh  Water 
Closets  erected  in  conversion  was  35.  In  1919,  33  closets  w’ere  coinerted  to 
Fresh  Water  System.  “llie  Fresh  Water  Oarriage  System  of  Sewage  dis- 


posal is  the  cleanest,  and  best  and  most  hygienic  one  obtainable.  The 
prompt  removal  from  dwellings  of  organic  pollution  is  one  of  the  wisest 
preventive  measures. ’ ’ 


Ey  getting  rid  of  pail  closets  and  middens,  the  objectionable  system  of 
carting-  nightsoil  through  the  streets  of  the  town  will  be  obviated,  and  the 
expense  of  labour,  hor£e.s  and  upkeep  of  vehicles  will  be  reduced. 

Whilst  advocating  conversions,  it  is  imisortant  that  properties  should 
be  advised  to  get  rid  of  the  old  ashpits,  and  substitute  for  them  covered 
dust  bins,  which  are  nmre  hygienic,  economical,  and  a greater  protection 
against  the  fly  nuisance. 


SCAVENGING, 

This  department  is  untler  the  supervision  of  the  Cleansing  Superinten- 
dent recently  appointed,  and  i.s  divided  into  three  sections  : — 

(1)  House  refuse,  whieh  is  removed  during  the  day  time. 

(2)  Privies,  Pail  Closets,  etc.,  which  are  also  emptied  during  the  day 

time. 

(3)  Street  Scavenging,  the  administration  of  w'hich  is  carried  out  by 

the  Health  Committee. 

The  details  of  this  department  are  supplied  in  the  Inspectm-’s  Rei>ort.

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  AIILKSHOPS. 

The  Tuberculosts  Order,  1913  (Dairies),  necessitates  the  inspection  of 
cattle  and  milk  for  Tuberculosis.  No  cases  during  the  year  have  come 
under  the  notice  of  the  Authority. 

Inspections  of  the  various  dairies  and  cowsheds  and  milkshops  are 
]'eg'ularly  carried  out.  In  some  cases  there  is  insufficient  air  space,  and  in 
many  case.s  the  lighting  and  ventilation  could  be  improved,  but  these  matters 
are  receiving  the  attention  of  landlord  and  tenant.  Progress  has  been 
interfered  with  owing  to  the  war. 

In  every  case  the  dairies  and  utensils  are  kept  scrupulously  clean. 

There  are  14  milk  farms,  and  50  premises  on  the  register  where  retail 
milk  trade  is  carried  on.  In  many  of  these  cases  other  business  is  carried 
on  which  is  unhealthy  and  unsatisfactory.  The  taking  of  samples  is  under 
the  control  of  the  County  Council,  Milk  (Mothers  and  Children)  1919,  Order. 

For  details  of  this,  see  Report  of  Child  Welfare. 

MEAT  INSPECTION  AND  SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

There  are  nine  slaughter-houses.  They  are  nearly  all  in  close 
proximity  to  dwelling-houses  and  unsatiisfactory.  These  should  hie 
licensed  annually,  although  an  abbatoir  is  advisable.  As  regards  the  internal 
condition  they  are  limewashed  and  kept  clean.  There  v ere  no  cases  of 
bovine  tuberculosis  reported  during  the  year. 

UNSOUND  FOOD. 

The  Inspector  during  the  year  has  destroyed  400  tins  of  condensed  milk, 
lie  has  also  taken  liossession  of  seven  loads  of  flour,  which  was  ultimately 
sold  for  textile  purposes. 

Three  cases  of  lalhhts  were  also  destroyed. 

CINEMAS. 

There  are  t^\•o  Cinemas  in  existence  and  a third  nearly  completed. 

They  are  visited  fi'om  lime  to  time,  and  are  voluntarily  sprayed 
between  the  “houses’’  with  formalin  and  cleaned  regularly. 

In  one  an  electric  fan  is  used  for  ventilating  purposes- 


DAY  SCHOOLS. 

There  are  nine  >Schools  in  the  to\Mi — three  Provided  and  six  Non- 
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Provided  Schools.  These  afford  accouniiodation  for  the  childi-eii  of  the 
Borough,  and  with  one  exception  are  provided  with  fresh  water  latrines. 
The  children  are  periodically  examined  by  the  iSehool  Medical  Officer. 
A slig'ht  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Measles,  affected  the  attendance 
during-  the  year.  There  was  no  necessity,  however,  to  close  the  schools. 

« 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

We  have  arrangements  with  the  Hyde  Hospital  Authorities  for  four 
beds,  two  for  smallpox  and  fwo  for  other  infectious  cases,  but  we  have 
never  had  any  difficulty  in  arranging  for  more  oases  to  be  admitted.  The 
Hyde  Fever  Hospital  has  beds  quite  sufficient  to  allow  of  the  treatment  of 
all  the  infectious  cases  we  are  likely  to  send  to  Hospital.  All  our  smallpox 
cases  are  sent  there,  and  other  infectious  cases  are  also  sent  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Sanitary  Authority.  Six  casse  of  smallpox,  four  of  diphtheria, 
one  of  erysipelas,  and  two  of  scarlet  fever  were  sent  to  Hospital  during 
the  year. 

We  use  the  disinfecting  apparatus'  at  the  above  Hospital  to  disinfect 
bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  and  the  dhinfecting'  baths  there  when  required. 

During  the  year  229  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  have  been  notified, 
including  Tuberculosis.

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No  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was  notified.  There  were  37  cases  of  Pulmo- 
nary Tuberculo.sis,  and  one  of  other  forms  of  that  disease. 

Two  cases  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica  were  notified. 

When  an  Infections  Disease  is  notified  as  occurring  at  any  houee,  the 
Sanitaiyy  Inspector  is  instructed  to  act  as  follows; — 

I.  — To  call  as  soon  as  [possible  at  the  house  and  get  information  as  to — 
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(a)  Age  of  patient. 

(b)  Source  of  infection. 

(c)  Sanitary  condition  of  house  and  surroundings!. 

(d)  Isolation  (if  any)  at  home  or  hospital. 

(e)  Milk  'Supply. 

(f)  School  attended. 

2.  — To  communicate  at  once  with  the  master  of  the  school  at  which 

any  member  of  the  household  attends. 

3.  — To  communicate  also  to  the  Tubrarian  of  the  Free  Thbrary,  so  that 

no  books  may  be  lent  out  to  the  infectious  house,  and  if  any  such 

books  happen  to  be  already  in  the  house,  they  are  to  be  destroyed 

or  disinfected  before  they  are  returned  to  the  Library. 

4.  — At  the  request  of  the  medical  attendant,  to  fumigate  the  sick  room 

with  the  fumes  from  burning  Sulphur  or  formalin. 

Disinfectants  in  solution  and  in  ponder  are  provided  free  by  the  Sani- 
tary Authority  on  all  occasions- 

The  houses  are  disinfected,  the  sick  room  cleaned  thoroughly,  and  in 
many  cases  the  walls  are  whitewashed. 

TUBERCULOSIS  is  now  added  to  the  list  of  Infectious  Diseases  to  be 
notified.  Since  the  year  1914  Tuberculosis  of  all  forms,  not  only  Pulmo- 
nary, have  to  be  notified  in  the  usual  way  as  an  infectious  disease. 

In  these  c-ases  the  houses  are  inspected  and  disinfected,  and  instructions 
are  given,  to  the  occupants  as  well  as  to  the  infected  person.  The  sputum  in 
suspicious  cases  is  sent  to  the  Public  Health  T.aboratory,  ^Manchester,  and 
the  County  Bacteriologist.  Cases  are  sent  also  to  T.  B.  Dispensary  at  Hyde 
for  examination  and  report,  and  necessary  requisites  are  provided  by  the 
Council. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  (NOTIFICATION) 

ACT,  1889. 

This  Act  was  adopted  in  November,  1892.  The  notification  of  Infec- 
tious Disease  is  now  compulsory.  The  Infectious  Diseases  to  which  the  Act 
applies  are  Smallpox,  Cliolera,  Diphtheria,  Membraneous  Croup,  Erysipelas, 
Scarlet  Fever,  Ty[>hus,  Tyhpoid  and  Puerperal  Fevers,  Plague  Tubercu- 
lo.sis,  Acute  Poliomyelitis,  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  and  C'erebro-Spinal 
Meningitis  but  other  Infectious  Diseases  may  be  added  to  the  list,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  T.ocal  Government  Board. 

The  following  diseases  have  also  been  added  to  the  li.st  of  Notifiable 
Diseases  : — 

(1)  Influenza — Pneumonia. 
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(2)  I’neiniionia. 

(3)  Uysentery. 

(4)  Malaria. 

(5)  Trench  Fever. 

(6) Encephalitis  in  various  forms. 

Measles,  which  has  been  a Notifiable  Disease  for  several  years,  is  now 
excluded. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACTS  (AMENDMENT 

ACT),  1907. 

Portions  of  this  Act  as  recommended  by  the  Health  Committee  were 
adopted  in  1920  by  the  Council.  The  following  sections  ivere  adopted; — 
Parts  2 to  9 inclusive,  and  Section  95  of  Part  10. 

THE  PBIAIATE  STREET  WORKS  ACT,  1892. 

This  Act  was  adopted  by  the  CAuncil  in  October,  1896. 

This  Act  allows  the  Council  to  make  good  any  street  not  sewered, 
levelled,  paved,  metalled,  flagged,  or  lighted  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Authority,  the  expenses  being  apfiortioned  on  the  premises  fronting,  etc., 
such  street. 

THE  FACTORY  AND  AVORKSHOPS  ACT,  1901. 

This  Act  came  into  force  on  January  1st,  1902. 

It  necessitates  the  insjiection  of  the  various  Factories  and  Workshops 
in  the  district,  so  far  as  sanitation  and  health  are  concerned. 

It  deals  siiecially  with  underground  bakehouses,  and  generally  with  the 
sanitation,  air  space,  ventilation,  closet  accommodation,  and  fire  escapes  in 
Factories  and  Workshops. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 

The  inspection  of  Food  and  Drugs  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Council, 
but,  so  far  as  I know  personally,  no  prosecutions  have  taken  place  during 
the  year. 


NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS  ACT. 

This  Act  was  adopted  by  the  (Council  during"  the  year  1914,  and  came 
into  force  in  1915. 

NUISANCES. 

No  legal  proceedings  have  been  taken  during  the  year.  Many  nuis- 
ances, however,  have  been  removed,  as  w’ill  be  seen  from  the  Inspector’s 
Report.

BACTERIOLOGICAL  WORK. 

In  cases  of  Dii>htheria,  Typhoid  Fever  Tuberculosis,  and  other  Infec- 
tious Diseases,  arrangements  are  made  with  the  Pathological  LaboratoTy, 
at  Manchester,  for  examinations  of  specimens  and  reporting  on  the  same. 
Advantage  is  taken  of  this  by  the  IMedical  Practitioners  in  the  district.

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

1.— INFLUENZA. 

There  was  one  death  fi’om  epidemic  Influenza,  coznpared  with  36  in 
1919,  54  in  1918,  four  in  1914,  five  in  1913,  none  in  1912  and  1911,  four  in 
1910,  two  in  1909,  seven  in  1908,  three  in  1907,  six  in  1906,  four  in  1906,  one 
in  1904,  two  in  1903,  one  in  1902,  three  in  1901,  four  in  1900,  nine  in  1899, 
twm  in  1898,  and  one  in  1897.  This  death  occurred  during  the  second 
quarter  of  the  year. 
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Influenza  can  now  be  classed  among  our  usual  zymotic  diseases,  and 
every  year  we  have  a mO're  or  less  severe  epidemic.  Five  cases  were  noti- 
lied  during  the  year  compared  with  31  in  1919. 

This  disease  attacks  persons  of  all  ages  and  both  sexes,  sometimes  to  the 
extent  of  quarter  or  half  of  the  population,  fl'he  mortality  from  Influenza 
is  usually  slight,  except  among  persons  already  weakened  by  disease,  or 
pre-disposed  to  bronchitis  or  pneumonia,  the  increased_death-rate  during  an 
epidemic  of  Influenza  being  undoubtedly  due  to  respiratory  diseases.  Very 
little  is  known  as  to  how  this  disease  is  produced.  It  is  undoubtedly  highly 
infectious,  and  the  pathogenic  microbe,  a short  bacillus,  has  been  identi- 
fied. Notification,  isolation  and  disinfection  are  impracticable  in  cases  of 
Influenza. 

During  periods  of  epideniic  prevalence  people  should  not  congregate 
together,  and  i>ublic  meetings  should  be  avoided  as  much  as  possible.  A 
regular  life,  plenty  of  open-air  exercise,  short  of  fatigue,  a proper  number 
of  hours  in  bed,  and  regular  meals  of  good,  simple  food  are  amongst  the 
best  prophylactics.  The  medical  men  are  now  supplied  with  serum  for 
inoculation,  and  a number  of  V.A.D.’s  have  offered  their  services  in  case 
of  an  epidemic.  ' 

2.— SCARLET  FEVER. 

Seventy-eight  cases  were  notified,  with  one  death,  compared  with 
three  in  1919,  none  in  1918,  five  in  1914,  five  in  1913,  one  in  1912,  none  in 
1911,  four  in  1910,  two  in  1909,  five  in  1908,  five  in  1907,  nine  in  1906,  three 
in  1905,  six  in  1904,  three  in  1903,  six  in  1902,  seven  in  1901,  five  in  1900, 
and  six  in  1899. 

Scarlet  Fever  is  for  the  most  part  an  epidemic  disease,  which  reaches 
its  maximum  in  October,  and  its  minimum,  as  a rule,  about  March,  but  in 
certain  manufacturing  towns  in  the  North  of  England  it  is  epidemic,  and 
D'ukinfield  is  one  of  these. 

The  attacks  generally  have  been  of  a mild  character.  It  is  difficult 
to  know  flow  to  eradicate  a disease  the  nature  and  cause  of  which  is  so 
little  understood  to-day.  Some  years  ago  the  late  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  Salford  predicted  that  Isolation  Hospitals  would  kill  the  disease  after  a 
very  short  period.  In  districts  where  these  hospitals  are  used  to  a very 
large  extent  the  disease  still  continues  to  thrive,  and  I am  infoiTned  that 
it  takes,  when  the  cases  are  congregated  together,  as  in  a Fever  Hospital, 
a much  more  virulent  and  sei)tic  type.  On  the  othei-  hand,  in  our  cottage 
homes  isolatioTi  and  disinfection  are  not  only  difficult  but  impossible.  The 
prol)lem,  therefore,  is  a hard  one  indeed,  and  as  ,\  el  it  remains  unsolved. 
Strict  attention  by  frequent  \ isitation  on  the  part  of  the  Sanitary  Officials 
to  the  infected  houses  will  do  some  little  to  i>rovent  the  spread  of  the 
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ciii:-ease.  ]My  belief  i.s  tliat  the  Scarlet  bever  Genu  liveis  a.iid  thrives  in  this 
district,  and  is  readily  conveyed  by  infection.  The  germs,  which  are  found 
in  the  brandike  scales  given  off  by  the  skin,  readily  attach  themselves  to 
clothing,  and  the  infection  can  be  retained  for  months,  long  after  the  final 
case  existed.  So  that  isolation  is  not  sufficient  unless  combined  with 
thorough  and  careful  destruction  of  the  germs  of  infection  in  order  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease. 


HOME  TREATMENT. 

I was  much  struck  on  reading  an  article  in  a “Britisli  Medical  Journal” 
in  1909,  on  the  Home  Treatment  of  Scarlet  Fever.  As  the  prophecies  and 
anticipations  a-s  regards  Hospital  Treatment  in  these  cases  had  not  only 
not  been  realised,  but  had  in  no  sense  diminished  the  number  of  cases 
notified  in  any  degree,  I determined,  with  the  consent  of  my  Authority, 
to  carry  out  in  our  district  the  treatment  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases  at  home  oo 
the  lines  suggested  by  Dr.  Robert  Milne,  Medical  Officer  of  Dr.  Barnardo’s 
Hospitals  and  Homes  (the  writer  of  the  article). 

Dr.  Milne  claims  for  his  treatment,  which  he  has  successfully  carried 
out  for  years  (more  especially  in  connection  with  Dr.  Barnarclo’s  tiomes), 
prompt  and  early  complete  disinfection  of  the  individual  attacked  by  the 
disease.  In  his  opinion  his  treatment  makes'  it  impossible  for  infection  to 
spread  from  person  to  person  by  contact.  The  treatment  consists  of  the 
rubbing  well  into  the  skin  and  hair  of  the  infected  person  Oil  of  Eucalyptus, 
and  the  treatment  of  the  throat  by  means  of  an  efficient  antiseptic  applica- 
tion. 

The  oil  of  eucalyptus  is  used  in  preference  to  carbolic  oil  because  the 
latter  is  apt  to  set  up  carbolic  poisoning.  I recommend  as  a throat  applica- 
tion 10  per  cent,  carbolic  oil,  but  the  nature  of  the  antiseptic  used  for  the 
throat  is  left  in  the  hands  of  the  medical  attendant. 

Our  method  of  procedure  Avas  as  follows : — (1)  We  requeisted  the  medical 
men  of  the  town  to  meet  the  Sanitary  Committee  and  discuss  the  treat- 
ment. This  was  well  gone  into,  and  they  all  agreed  to  assist  the  Authority 
in  carrying  it  out  as  effectually  as  possible-  Every  pressure  was  laid  on 
the  importance  of  having  a capable  nurse  to  folloAV  up  each  case  and  see 
that  the  treatment  was  carefully  and  effectually  carried  out.  This  sugges- 
tion, unfortunately,  the  Committee  could  not  see  their  way  at  the  time  to 
adopt.  Bersonally,  I feel  convinced  that  had  this  been  done  our  results 
Avould  have  been  even  more  satisfactory  than  they  have  proAmd  to  be. 

(2)  Instructions  were  given  to  the  parents  of  infected  children  as  to 
treatment.  In  most  cases  these  instructions  were,  so  far  as  we  know,  fairly 
satisfactorily  cariled  out.  At  first  we  desired  the  children  from  the 
infected  home  to  attend  school ; other  parents,  however,  objected,  and 
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iifterwards  we  decided  that  Uun'  s'hould  not  be  allowed  to  .^'o  to  school. 

IXtSTRl.TC  !TI(_)XS. — The  eucalyptus  oil,  which  is  pirovided  free  by  the 
(.'orpo'i’ation,  to  be  used  twice  daily  for  the  first  four  days,  and  afterwards 
once  a day  until  the  tenth  day.  The  effect  of  this  is  to  destroy  the  g'erms 
of  infection  on  the  skin  right  from  the  start  of  the  disease,  and  X01’  to 
wait  until  these  germs  have  become  disseminated,  not  only  in  the  sick 
room  and  house,  but  also  in  the  air  outside  the  home.  If  this  is  done 
effectually  there  is  no  I'isk  of  the  other  members  of  the  family  living  and 
sleeping  even  with,  the  infected  p)erson,  and  the  danger  of  spreading  the 
disease  if,  of  course,  minimised.  'The  throat  treatment  should  be  carried 
out  also  right  from  the  commeiicement  of  the  illness,  very  frequently  for 
24  hours;  afterwards  at  the  discretion  of  the  medical  attendant. 

Lozenges  containing  formalin  are  satisfactory  in  disinfecting  the  mouth 
and  throat.  I 

We  commenced  our  treatment  in  July,  1909,  and  have  continued  it, 
with  satisfactory  results  iip  to  the  present  time. 

On  grounds  not  only  of  efficiency,  but  of  economy,  I strongly  advocate 
the  continuance  of  this  method  of  treating  Scarlet  Fever  at  home.  Not 
only  is  the  expense  of  maintaining  a hosp)ital  for  these  cases  saved,  but  if 
the  treatment  is  really  carried  out  from  the  onset  of  the  disease  strong  dis- 
infection and  destruction  of  clothing,  books,  and  other  materials  are  un- 
necessary. In  very  few  cases  was  disinfection  of  the  house  afterwards 
carried  out,  and  then  only  at  the  wish  of  the  people  themselves.  In  most 
cases  no  disinfectants  at  all  were  used. 

To  summarise,  the  advantages  of  the  treatment  are: — 

(1)  Prevention  of  infection  at  the  beginning  of  the  attack,  not 

waiting  till  convalescence,  when  all  the  mischief  has  been  done. 

(2)  (Children  not  compelled  to  leave  home  and  go  to  hospital. 

(3)  Cases  milder.  Throat  infection  less  severe. 
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(4)  Duration  of  illness  less.  Average  of  cases  being  two  to  three 

weeks. 

(5)  Children’s  education  not  interfered  with,  as  there  is  no  risk 
of  infection  being  carried  toychool. 

(6)  Infected  children  not  to  be  kept  in  solitary  confinement  for  a 
long  period,  six  weeks  or  more,  but  allowed  to  mix  with  other 
children. 

(7)  Mothers  and  children  appreciate  the  treatment. 

(8)  In  short,  it  is  Satisfactory,  Efficient,  Economical. 

I am  so  satisfied  with  the  results  of  this  treatment  during  the  past 
eleven  years  that  I recomemnd  its  continuance.  At  the  same  time,  if  the 
Council  can  see  its  way  to  provide  a thoroughly  reliable  Nurse  to  see  that 


it  is  properlj-  carried  out  in  every  case,  ] arn  conadent  that  the  money  mil 
be  well  spent  and  the  risik  of  duplicate  cases  nullified. 

3— DIPHTHERIA  AND  CROUP. 

Twenty-two  cases  were  notified,  with  four  deaths,  compared  with  four 
deaths  in  1919,  four  in  1918,  two  in  1914,  one  in  1915,  one  in  1912,  six  in 
1911,  two  in  1910,  two  in  1909,  eight  in  1908,  none  in  1907,  one  in  1906, 
one  in  1905,  none  in  1904,  one  in  1905,  six  in  1902,  and  four  in  1901. 

During  the  laist  year  the  death-rate  from  Diphtheria  wag  18  per  cent. 
It  is  remai’kable  that  during  recent  years  the  deaths  from  this  fatal  disease 
have  been  so  few.  I attribute  this  to  the  fact  that  in  most  cases  Anti- 
Diphtheritic  serum  is  used  very  early  on  in  the  illness,  and  with  excellent 
results',  as  there  is  no'  reason  to  believe  that  the  attacks  themselves  are 
less  severe.  The  Sanitary  Committe  supply  the  serum  free  of  charge  in  all 
cases'. 

The  vitality  O'f  the  micro-organisms  of  the  disease  is  great,  so  much  eo 
that  they  can  survive  long  periods  of  time  when  attached  to  or  hidden  away 
in  olathing.  ■ 

This  disease  is  not  a filth  disease,  and  is  not  conveyed  by  water.  It  is 
undo'ubtedly  connected  with  the  prevalence  of  sore  throats,  and  these 
throats  seem  to  form  a suitable  resting-place  for  the  germs.  The  disease  is 
not  sfiread  readily  by  the  air  for  long  distances,  and  it  is  in  all  probability 
conveyed  by  actual  infection  from  clothing  and  persons  in  crowded  rooms 
or  schools, 

4.— S'MA.LLPOX. 

On  May  17th,  J.B.,  an  employee  at  a cotton  mill,  was  removed  to 
hospital  suffering  from  Smallpox.  The  bedding  was  disinfected  at  the 
hospital,  and  the  family,  consisting  of  the  wife  and  four  ohildren,  were 
also  taken  to  hospital  for  baths  and  disinfection  of  clothing.  During  their 
absence  the  house  wag  closed  and  disinfected.  The  names  and  addresses  of 
all  the  contacts  were  obtained  and  a list  of  those  resident  outside  the  dis- 
trict was  sent  to  the  AI.O.H.  of  each  Authority.  Their  names  and  addresses 
were  also  communicated  to  the  Sanitary  Departments  by  telephone.  In  the 
mill  w here  the  infected  man  was  employed,  all  contact  cases  were  vaccinated 
where  jiossible — pressure  being  brought  to  bear  u|.)on  them.  On  May  20th 
the  man  died.  "The  Sanitary  Authority  undertook  all  the  arrangements 
for  interment — no  relatives  or  friends  being  present  at  the  funeral. 

On  May  21st,  we  met  the  Medical  representatives  of  the  Alinistry  of 
Health  — Drs.  Hutchison  and  Sturdee-  bidl  particulars  of  the  details 
relating  to  this  case  were  gone  into,  and  eiK(idries  answered  to  their  satis- 
facd.ion.  I accompanied  them  to  the  mill  and  the  residence  of  the  infected 
case,  and  a thorough  investigation  of  all  relevant  facts  was  made. 


On  May  26th,  the  wife  of  the  above  was  removed  to  ho'Spital  with 
Smalljjox.  As  there  were  four  ciliildren  left  (all  contacts)  we  arranged  with 
the  INIedical  Superintendent  for  them  to  be  taken  in  an  isolation  ward  for 
observation.  From  May  17th  to  May  27th.  the  family  was  fed  by  the 
Sanitary  Authority — no  one  but  Sanitary  Officials  being  admitted  into 
the  house. 

On  May  27th,  G.M.,  a contact,  was  removed  to  hospital.  The  same  }>ro- 
ceedures  for  disinfection  and  isolation  were  carried  out  as  in-  the  previous 
case. 

On  the  31st  May,  J.F.,  another  contact  case  was  taken  to  hospital,  and 
the  precautions  carried  out.  Two  of  the  four  children  (contact  cases)  who 
wnre  in  the  observation  ward,  developed  Smallpox.  In  each  home  of  the 
above  cases  vaccination  was  promptly  carried  out,  the  walls  were  stripped, 
washed  and  disinfected,  on  the  instructions  of  the  local  Authority. 

In  all  there  wei'e  six  cases  of  Smallpox,  with  one  death. 

The  result  of  our  investigations  as  to  the  cause  of  this  small  outbreak  is 
very  interesting.  No  trace  of  infection  coidd  be  found  as  regards  the 
cotton  itself,  although  to  some  extent  Egyptian  cotton  was  used  in  the 
mill.  However,  on  enquiry  as  to  the  existence  of  paper  money  in  the 
house,  (Jurrency  Notes  to  the  value  of  £40  were  handed  over  to  be  cared 
for  during-  the  removal  of  the  family  to  hospital.  On  examining  these 
notes,  one  liearing  the  designation  CV33  No.  366,419.  had  stamped  on  the 
back,  G.  Francia.,  Agent,  Eiere  Bonionti,  Fort  Said — a blood-stained 
note.  These  notes  on  the  instruction  of  the  G.P.O.  Department,  London, 
were  destroyed  in  the  presence  of  their  representatives,  and  full  information 
of  these  particulars  was  given  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

On  July  14th,  all  the  other  ca.ses  had  recovered  and  returned  home. 
It  is  satisfactory  to  know  as  the  result  of  prompt  and  efficient  treatment  in 
every  detail,  what  might  have  been  a serious  epitlemic  was  in'ematurely 
cut  short. 

Of  all  the  infectious  diseases  the  only  two  where  any  specific  treatment 
is  of  any  avail  are  »Smallpox  and  Diphtheida.  In  the  case  of  Smallpox  vacci- 
nation acts  as  a preventative,  whilst  m Diphtheria  the  Anti-Diphtheritic 
serum,  vhen  injectetl  early  in  the  course  of  the  disease,  works  a speedy 
cure.  The  plan  which  is  now  a.dopted  in  Dukiniield  in  ca.ses  of  Smalljiox  is 
])orha[)s  uni((U(',  and  i.s  certainty  effectual,  and  not  so  expensive  as  the  old 
treatment  of  quarantine.  It  is  as  follows: — 

(1)  The  infected  individual  is  sent  to  the  hospital. 

(2)  Each  member  of  the  infected  house  is  vaccinated. 

(3)  All  members  of  the  house  are  taken  in  a special  conveyance  to  Hyde, 

where,  s^'hile  having  a diisinfected  bath,  their  <lothes  are  disinfected 
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by  means  of  a eteam  disinfector. 

(4)  During  their  absence  the  house  is  thoroughly  stoved,  and  the  bed- 

ding, etc-,  destroyed. 

(5)  They  are  then  allowed  to  go  to  their  several  employments.

5.— WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Whooping  Cough  accounts  for  one  death,  compared  with  none  in  1919, 
14  in  1918,  eleven  in  1914,  five  in  1915,  three  in  1912,  one  in  1911,  eleven  in 
1910,  one  in  1909,  eight  in  1908,  seven  in  1907,  one  in  1906,  one  in  1905,  four 
in  1904,  twelve  in  1903,  three  in  1902,  ten  in  1901,  fourteen  in  1900,  and 
nineteen  in  1897. 

Mea.sles  and  Whooping  Cough  accounted  for  eleven  out  of  thirteen 
deaths  from  infectious  diseases  in  Dukinfield  in  1914.  There  were  no 
deaths  from  either  Measles  or  Whooping  Cough  in  1919. 

Next  to  Measles  and  Scarlet  Eever,  Whooping  Cough  is  more  fatal 
than  any  other  disease  in  children,  and  in  Dukintield  it  is  more  fatal 
than  Scai’let  Feve)'.  There  is  no  doubt  that  in  infants  under  one  yea.r  it 
is  the  most  fatal  of  all  epidemic  diseases.  Concurrent  epidemics  of  Meaisles 
and  Whooping  Cough  are  of  frequent  occurrence. 

Whooping  Cough  is  a typical  epidemic  disease,  and  occurs  at  sihort 
intervals  of  two  or  three  years  in  outbreaks  that  affect  a large  proportion 
of  susceptible  pei’sons.  Owing'  to  the  absiCiice  of  I’ash  and  th'e  insidious 
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onset  of  the  symptoms,  this  disease  is  rarely  detected  until  many  days  after 
it  has  reached  its  infectious  stage.  Preventive  measures  are,  therefore, 
not  very  successful. 

6.— TYPHOID  FEVER. 

Three  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  notified,  with  no  death,  compared 
with  one  death  in  1919,  one  in  1918,  three  in  1914,  two  in  1913,  two  in  1912, 
ten  in  1911,  seven  in  1910,  eight  in  1909,  one  in  1908,  one  in  1907,  six  in  lOOh, 
seven  in  1906,  five  in  1904,  three  in  1903,  three  in  1902,  fcnir  in  1901,  three  in 
1900,  and  seven  in  1899. 

This  is  a typical  fdth  disease,  and  is  conveyed  by  foul  water,  and  milk, 
and  even  oystei's.  It  is  also'  said  to'  be  carried  by  flies,  a>s  in  South  Africa, 
and  also  in  dust  as  in  India. 

Improved  sanitary  conditions  have  lessened  very  considerably  the  death 
rate  from  Typhoid  Fever,  and  the  presence  of  Typhoid  Fever  in  any  dis- 
trict is  always  an  indication  of  some  insanitary  condition  or  faulty  water 
supply. 

7.~.MEA:SDES. 

Measles  accounted  for  five  deaths,  and  in  many  respects  the  remarks 
I have  made  as  regards  Whooping  Cough  apply  equally  to  Measles.  Owing 
to  its  early  infectiousness  Measles  spreads  largely  by  the  attendance  of 
childi’en,  at  schools  and  other  places  of  public  gathering,  whoi  are  merely 
sickening  of  them,  and  have  not  so  far  manifested  the  characteristic  sympn 
toms.  This  disease  is  not  a fdth  disease,  and  is  not  conveyed  by  water 
or  milk.  It  is  customary  to  close  schools  during  kleasles  Epidemic,  and 
in  Dukinfield  this  has  always  been  done  with  good  results. 

8.— DIARRIia^A. 

Epidemic  Diarrhoea  accounts  for  three  deaths,  all  in  the  West  Ward, 
although  .seven  were  due  to  gastro-enteritis,  compared  with  none  in  1919, 
three  in  1918,  six  in  1914,  seventeen  in  1913,  two  in  1912,  twenty-six  in  1911, 
four  in  1910,  five  in  1909,  fifteen  in  1908,  seven  in  1907,  nine  in  1906,  seven 
in  1905,  five  in  1934,  and  seven  in  1903.  The  death-rate  from  Diarrhoea-  was 
0.15,  as  compared  with  0 in  1910,  0.15  in  1918,  0.3  in  1914,  0.85  in  1913,  0.1 
in  1912,  1.27  in  1911,  0.23  in  1910,  0.3  in  1909,  0.92  iu  1908,  0.35  m 1907,  0.45 
in  1906,  0.350  m 1905,  0.256  in  19M,  0.36  in  1903,  0.32  in  1902,  1.79  in  1901, 
and  0.47  in  1900. 

We  have  a gieat  deal  to  learn  as  to  the  cause  of  Epidemic  Diarrhoea, 
which  has  had  so  much  to  do  with  the  Infantile  Mortality  in  our  large 
towns.  Among  the  many  causes  wdiich  affect  Diarrhoea  are: — 

(1)  Density  of  population. 

(2)  Density  of  buildings.

(5)  Want  of  light  and  ventilation. 

(4)  Want  of  eleanliness. 

(5)  Foul  air  from  sewers,  etc. 

(6)  Drinking  water. 

(7)  Poverty. 

(8)  Fermented  food,  including  milk,  and  ])resei.ice  of  flies. 

(9)  Maternal  neglect. 

(10)  Damp,  loose,  or  porous  soil. 

(11)  Higdi  temperature. 

(12)  Dry  seasons,  with  much  dust. 

(13)  Micro-organism  in  soil. 

(14)  Locality,  certain  towms  being  particidarly  liable. 

The  total  death-rate  from  the  seven  xirincipal  Zymotic  Diseases  wa.9 

0. 25,  compared  with  1.2  in  1918,  0.9  in  1917,  1.05  in  1916,  (T.7  in  1915,  2.15  in 
1914,  1.5  in  1913,  1 in  1912,  2.7  m 1911,  1.5  in  1910,  1.17  in  1909,  2.95  in  1908, 
1.43  in  1905,  1.43  in  1905,  2 m 1904,  1.66  m 1903,  1.89  in  1902,  2.78  in  1901, 
3.41  m 1900,  2.52  in  1899,  4.5  m 1898,  4.45  m 1697. 

9.— CANCER. 

Cancer  accounted  for  32  deaths  compared  with  26  in  1919,  19  in  1918, 
21  m 1914,  12  in  1913,  13  in  1912,  18  in  1911,  17  in  1910,  8 in  1909,  17  in  1908, 
10  in  1907,  5 in  1906,  5 in  1905,  10  in  1904,  16  in  1903,  11  in  1902,  10  in  1901, 
and  10  in  1900. 

This  disease,  generally  affecting  ]>eople  over  30  years  of  age,  has  caused 
an  increased  number  of  deaths  of  recent  years,  the  explanation  of  which 

1. s  not  very  satisfactory.  Certain  .soils  seem  to  favour  ]>roduction  of  this 
disease,  and  some  think  it  is  associated  with  a micro-organism.  All  these 
theories  are  of  no  practical  value.  The  only  known  remedy  is  early  removal 
of  the  disease,  followed  by  Radium  Treatment  when  necessary. 

10.— TUBERCULOSIS. 

Pulmonary  Phthisi.s'  was  res]>onsible  for  23  deaths,  and  seven  more  were 
due  to  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  compared  with  28  in  1919,  35  in  1918, 
29  in  1914,  27  in  1913,  25  in  1912,  31  in  1911,  20  in  1910,  28  in  1909,  25  in 
1908,  33  m 1907,  25  in  1906,  11  in  1905,  18  m 1904,  25  in  1903,  19  in  1902,  24 
in  1901,  and  23  in  1899.  d'hirty-nine  cases  of  dhdieiculosis' — all  forms — were 
noiihed  during  the  year. 

This  is  an  undoubted  infections  disease  and,  owing  to  improved  hygienic 
conditions,  the  death-rate  has  considerably  decreafled  in  recent  years.

'Fhe  tlealh-rute  for  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis  in  1920  m Dukinfield  is  1.5. 

The  teiulerK'y  to  ITbhisis  may  be  inherited,  but  whether  heredity  can 
do  more  than  strongly  predispose  to  the  disease  is  less  certain.  It  is  remark- 
able how  consum})tion  clings,  not  only  to  certain  localities,  but  also  to  cer- 
tain houses,  without  any  I'elation  as  to  who  the  tenantsjnay  be.  On  receipt 
of  primary  notification  the  house  is  immediately  visited  and  instructions 
left  for  the  guidance  of  patient  and  household.  Subsequent  visite  are  paid, 
if  necessary,  and  sputum  is  pathologically  examined  free  of  charge  at  the 
request  of  the  medical  attendant.  Tuberculin  is  also  supplied  by  the  I.ocal 
.Authority.  Patients  are  sent  to  Sanatoria  by  the  Insurance  Authority 
at  Chester,  and  home  treatment  is  carried  on  by  the  medical  attendant,  and 
patients  visited  by  the  (*ounty  Tuberculosis  Officer.  The  premiises  are  dis- 
infected by  the  Sanitary  Authority,  and  disinfectants  are  regularly  supplied. 


PMBUMONIA. 


Pneumonia  was  resiionsible  for  26  deaths. 

Lobar  Pneumonia  is  an  acute  specific  infection  associated  with  consoli- 
dation of  one  or  both  lungs,  and  with  symptoms  of  ToxEemia,  and  usually 
due  to  the  Alicrococcus  Lanceolatiis  of  Praukel.  It  is  a most  common  affec- 
tion. occurs  frequently  in  winter  and  spi'ingy  and  attacks  all  ages,  though  it 
is  more  frecpient  before  the  age  of  ten,  and  between  twenty  and  fifty,  than 
at  other  ages.  Males  are  more  often  attacimd  than  females,  and  there  is 
a strong  tendency  to  recurrence  Amongst  the  more  common  exciting 
causes  are  draughts,  intemperance,  exposure  to  inclement  weather,  or 
irritating  g'ases.  Pneumonia  sometime.s  directly  follows  blows  upon  the 
chest.  It  frequently  occui’s  in  epidemic  form,  and  its  spread  is  favoured  by 
insanitary  conditions.  It  is  most  fatal  in  the  aged  and  those  who  are 
debilitated  by  alcohol  or  otherwise.  In  1919  there  were  29  death.s  from 
Pneumonia,  and  28  in  1918.  It  is  a remarkable  fact  that  in  1919  twenty-five 
))ercent.  of  the  total  Infantile  Alortality  was  due  to  Pneumonia,  and  in  the 
first  (piarter  of  the  year. 


Two  cases  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica  were  notified,  both  of  which 
recovered — a third  case  wa,s  diagnosed  after  removal  to  the  Hospital,  where 
death  took  place. 

(1)  The  first  case  was  a girl  aged  12,  D.K.  The  symptoms  of  progres- 
sive lethargy  and  stiqior  together  with  a lesion  about  the  nuclei  of 
the  third  jiair  of  cranial  nerves  were  well  marked.  After  a jiro- 
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traded  illness  this  g^irl  made  a complete  recovery  witli  no'  sequelae 
beyond  muscular  inertness. 

(2)  The  second  case,  J.II.B.,  was  19  years  of  age,  and  a mild  or  abortive 
t\qje  from  the  commencement.  He  made  also  a complete  recovery. 

(5)  A man,  .S'.IL,  aged  S'O,  had  a severe  form  of  the  disease,  with  marked 
stupor,  paralysis  and  coma,  and  died  at  the  Infirmary.  In  the  first 
two  cases,  which  recovered,  medical  treatment  was  credited  with  the 
result,  but  as  yet  no  delinite  or  specihc  treatment  is  available. 

Ileports  on  these  cases  have  been  sent  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

WAR  DISEASES. 

Fourteen  cases  of  Malaria,  one  of  Dysentery,  and  none  of  Trench  Fever 
were  notified  during  the  year. 

Most  of  these  cases  have  been  sent  into  hosidtal  by  the  Imcal  Pensions 
Committee,  and  treated  there.  \Ye  have  not  been  able  to  investigate  the 
parasites  attached  to  the  anopheline  mosquito,  ae  so  far  none  of  this  variety 
have  been  found  in  the  borough. 

VENiEREAL  DISEASES. 

These  cases  are  treated  at  the  Ashton-under-L'yne  Infirmary  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Cheshire  County  C'ouncil  scheme.  Salvarsan  or  substitutes  are 
supiilied,  on  request  from  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  to  those 
medical  practitioners  who  are  willing  to  undertake  the  treatment. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

There  were  lifty  seven  deaths  of  children  under  one  year,  the  average 
for  the  previous  five  years  being  41.  The  mortality  per  thousand  births 
I’egistered  was  rOO,  compared  with  82  in  1919,  92  in  1918,  122  in  1917,  106 
in  1916,  132  m 1915,  149  in  1914,  139  in  1913,  145  in  1912,  206  m 1911,  163  in 
1910,  157  m 1909,  214  in  190'8,  221  in  1907,  176  in  1906,  196  in  1905,  198  in  1904, 
188  in  1903,  182  in  1902,  and  275  in  1901.  The  average  for  the  previous  five 
years  was  107. 

Bince  1901,  v^'hen  the  Infantile  Mortality  in  Dukinheld  reached  its  high- 
water  mark  of  275,  there  has  been  a considerable  decline.  This  year  we  are 
well  below  the  average  for  the  })revious  ten  years.  The  averag'e  for  the 
years  1897  to  1901  (inclusive)  was  239. 

The  matter  has  always  been  well  thought  out  by  your  Committee. 
Special  treatment  in  the  way  of  feeding  young  children  by  means  of  steril- 
ized modified  milk  has  in  past  years  been  adopted  in  order  to  reduce  the 
mortality.  For  each  monthly  meeting  a special  report  is  prepared  as  the 
result  of  enrpdries  relative  to  the  death  of  infants  under  twelve  months.  It 
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is  difficult  to  expUiiiii  the  higdi  Infantile  Mortality  in  these  manufacturing 
districts,  and  as  yet  1 know  of  no  definite  cause  as  the  result  of  these  statis- 
t ics. 

MATERNITY  ANT)  OillLD  WELFARE. 

The  Inspection  of  Midwiveg  is  under  the  supervision  and  control  of  the 
(iounty  CYuncil. 

A Maternity  and  C’hiid  Welfare  Centre  is  established  in  the  distiict 
under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Council,  but  worked  by  a Local  Volun- 
tary Committee.  This  Centre  is  opened  two  days  per  week ; dried  milk^ — 
e.g\,  “Glaxo"’  and  “Cow  and  Gate” — together  with  Virol,  are  supplied  to 
the  mothers  at  cost  price.  The  medical  practitioners  in  the  town  officiate 
periodically,  in  rotation.  There  are  700  members  on  the  register,  with  an 
average  attendcUice  of  90  per  w'eek. 

PUERTIERAL  FEVER. 

Four  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  wei'e  notihed,  and  all  terminated  fatally. 
In  these  cases  the  midwife  is  sent  to  the  Hyde  Fever  llos])ital,  where  not 
only  herself,  but  her  clothes  and  bag  and  contents  are  disinfected,  and  she 
is  not  allowed  to  attend  any  other  case  until  satisTactoi-y  evidence  is  given 
that  this  has  been  effectually  caiaded  out. 

O P 1 1 T H A LM I A N E 0 N A T ( ) R U M . 

Eleven  case.s  were  notilied,  and  in  every  case  proniid  treatment  resulted 
in  recovery.  Tn  no  case  was  there  any  permanent  injui-y. 

EPIDEMIC  DIARRIICEA. 

Idiere  were  thi'ee  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  in  young  children,  although 
seven  were  certified  as  due  to  gastro-enteritis. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

One  death  wius  attributed  as  the  result  of  this  disease. 

POLIOMYELITIS. 

So  far  as  I know  there  was  no  case  of  poliomyelitis  during  the  year. 

In  May,  1913,  a dejmtatioii  was  ajipointed  by  your  Committee  to  visit 
the  towns  of  Huddersfield,  Prighouse,  Halifax  and  Keighley  (1)  to  iinquire 
as  to  the  methods  adopted  in  these  towns  to  reduce  Infantile  Mortality, 
and  (2)  to  confer  \\  ith  their  representatives  on  genei'al  jsanitary  admiidstra- 
tion. 

As  the  result  of  these  interviews  the  dei)utation  madt'  tlu'  following 
recommendations  to  the  Committee. 

(1}  The  adoi)tion  of  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907. 
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(2)  The  api)oiuti!ient  of  a lady  health  visitor,  with  diploina-s  of  the 
Sanitary  Institute  and  Certihcate  as  School  Nurse,  and  to  be  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  flealth.  Her  didies  to  he  as 
follows ; — 


(a)  Visiting  infantis. 

(b)  Visiting  tuberculosis  cases. 

(c)  Inspecting-  inidwives. 

(d)  Inspecting  Factories  and  Worksho{)s  (female  labour). 

(e)  General  duties  of  School  Nurse.

BKIEF  SUMMAEY. 


The  Birth  Rate,  which  in  1898  was  30-01,  and  has  steadily  decreased 
year  by  year,  was  27-6,  compared  with  17.75  in  1919,16-5  in  1918,  18’3  in 

1917,  19-1  in  1916,  23-t)5  in  1915,  25-35  in  1914,  25-9  in  1913,  24  85  in  1912, 
24-49  in  1911,  23-3  in  1910,  23-9  in  1909,  25-02  in  1908,  aod  26-6  in  1907, 
is  the  highest  for  many  years. 

The  Death  Rate  is  11-8,  compared  with  12  95  in  1919,  15  in  1918, 
11-1  in  1917,  12  in  1916,  15-25  in  1915,  14-75in  1914,  13-05  in  1913,  13-8  in 
1912,  15-4  in  1911,  13-3  in  1910,  15-12  in  1909,  15-9  in  1908,  19-6  in  1907, 
14-77  in  1906,  and  14-82  in  1905. 

The  Infantile  AIoutality  is  100,  compared  with  82  in  1919,  92  in

The  sections  relating  to  construction  of  buildings  contained  in  the 
Public  Health  Act.  1907,  have  been  recently  adopted  by  the  Council. 

HOUSING  ACTS  AND  ORDERS. 

I beg  to  submit  a Report  on  the  above  Acts  and  Oi'ders  in  connection 
with  unfit  houses  and  unhealthy-  areas  issued  by  the  YTinistry  of  Health. 


1. — The  gieater  poihion  of  the  Act  deals  with  the  provision  oF  new  houses 
uiuler  the  State-aided  Scheuie  and  concerns  tlie  Housing  Committee  of  the 
Council. 

Certain  sections  deal  wfth  C^nhealthy  Areas  and  C^nfit  Houses  and  give 
the  Health  Committee  greater  power  over  these  matters  than  the  Housing 
Acts  from  1890  to  1909.  Section  28  of  the  New  Act  gives  local  Authorities 
extended  jiowers  to  ensure  that  all  houses  occupied  by  pers^ons  of  the  work- 
in'g  classes  as  defined  in  the  l^rinoipal  Acts  are  reasonably  fit  for  human 
habitation. 

Under  Section  15  of  the  Act  of  1909  powers  were  given  to  enforce  atten- 
tion to  the  necessary  repairs  required  to  houses  let  below  certain  rentals 
after  the  passing  of  that  Act.  The  new  powers  under  Section  28  of  the 
Act  of  1919  apply,  however,  to  any  working-class  dwelling’  regardless  of  the 
rent,  or  date,  on  Avhieh  it  was  let. 

IT.— CONHITIONS  IN  FIT  HOI'SES. 

It  is  laid  down  in  the  Manual  that  lit  houses  should  be; 

(a)  Free  from  serious  dampness. 

(b)  .Satisfactorily  lighted  and  ventilated. 

(c)  Properly  drained  and  provided  with  adequate  sanitary  conveniences. 

(d)  In  good  general  repair  and  should  have 

(e)  Satisfactory  water  supply. 

(f)  Adequate  washing  accommodation. 

(g)  Proper  accoinmodation  for  preparing  and  cooking  food. 

(h)  A well  ventilated  store  for  food. 

Houses  deficient  in  any  of  the  above  resyiects  are  considered  below  the 
minimum  standard  of  fitness.  The  more  common  defects  which  are  included 
under  (d)  general  repair,  are  summarised  in  the  IManual  as; 

(1)  Paving  of  yards — defective. 

(2)  Roofs — defective. 

(3)  Walls — defective  externally  and  internally,  including  jierished  or  in- 

effective damp  course. 

(4)  Ceiling — broken  or  defective. 

(5)  Floors — broken  or  defective. 

(6)  Staiivs — broken  treads,  kicking  hand-rails,  etc. 

(7)  Windows — perished  fi'ames,  broken  fitting.s. 

(8)  Door.s — brolcen  fitting.s,  or  ill-fitting. 

(9)  Ventilators  or  FI  lies- — brolcen  or  stopped  up. 

(10)  Chipboards' — insufficient  or  defective. 

(11)  Grates,  Stoves  a.nd  Ranges — broken  or  out  O'f  repair,  etc. 

You  will  readily  see  that  systematic  attention  to  detail  is  an  essential  require- 
ment to  inspection  under  the  Housing  Act,  and  that  it  will  only  be  possible 
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to  oft'oct  inipi'ovemenls  when  [woperty  owners  co-operate  witli  the  Authority 
in  its  smooth  working.  Our  great  difficulty  is  that  in  those  instances  where 
necessary  repairs  are  so  extensive  as  to  require  a closing  order,  before 
they  can  be  attempted,  there  is  no  alternative  accommodation  for  the 
tenants. 

HEALTH  WEEK. 

From  May  2nd  to  May  Sth  inclusive  Health  Week  was  held  for  the  first 
time  in  our  borough.  A committee  was  appointed  to  help  in  the  work, 
but  as  time  was  short  the  executive  details  were  left  in  the  hands  of  the 
Mayor,  the  IM.O.H.  and  Sanitary  Inspector. 

It  consisted  as  follows  : — 

(1)  The  Ministers  in  the  town  referred  to  National  Health  in  their 
sermons. 

(2)  Sunday  School  Teachers  gave  lessons  on  health  from  lessons  speci- 
ally provided  by  the  Committee. 

(3)  The  Day  School  Teachers  gave  lessons  during  the  week  on  Sunlight, 
Fresh  Air  and  Cleanliness.  Essays  were  written  on  these  subjects 
by  the  scholars,  and  prizes  given  by  the  Mayoress  to  the  eiiocessful 
ones  in  each  school. 

(4)  A Cookery  Demonstration  of  Sick  Cookery. 

(5)  I.ectures  on  Feeding  by  the  iSchool  M.O.H. ; and  on  the  Air  we 
Breathe  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  both  illustrated  by  lantern 
slides. 

(6)  Lecture  to  ladies  only  by  Miss  Yapp. 

(7)  Demonstration  on  First  Aid  and  Sick  Nursing  by  the  local  V.A.D. 
under  the  supervision  of  the  M.O.H. 

(8)  A procession  of  those  interested  in  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centre,  V.A.D.  Brigade,  Boy  Scouts  and  Girl  Guides,  wdth  prizes 
for  children  and  turnouts,  which  were  presented  by  the  Mayoress 
of  Gloasop. 

On  the  whole  the  week  was  a successful  one  and  worthy  of  repetition. 

Appended  to  this  Report  are  the  Tables  required  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  together  with  the  Inspector’s  Report  of  work  done  during  the  year.

Annual  Report  as  Sanitary  Inspector.

The  work  of  the  office  has  increased  considerably,  particularly  under 
the  Housing  (Town  Planning)  Acts  of  1909  to  1919;  the  Housing  (In- 
spection of  Districts)  Regulations  of  1910  ; tbe  Increase  of  Rent  and 
Mortgage  Interest  (Restrictions)  Act,  1920,  and  the  various  Acts  and 
Orders  of  the  several  departments  of  the  Government.  From  the  above 
head  lines  you  will  observe  that  tbe  duties  are  of  an  onerous  nature,  and 
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ntails  a considerable  amount  of  time  and  energy  to  fulfil.  1 woulde 
respectfully  point  out  that  in  larger  authorities  these  duties  are  carried 
out  hy  a staff  dealing  with  individual  sections  of  the  work  therein,  leaving 
the  chief  official  to  deal  with  the  more  important  matters  in  his  charge, 
and  allowing  him  time  to  concentrate  and  co-operate  with  the  INIedical 
Officer  of  Health. 

We  continue  to  offer  every  assistance  and  advice  to  enquirers  on 
Sanitary  matters,  and  supervise  all  sanitary  improvements,  whether  they 
he  done  voluntarily  or  under  compulsion.  Work  done  voluntarily  is  to  he 
highly  appreciated,  because  it  shows  the  individual  doing  the  work  recog- 
nises the  benefits  to  he  derived  from  it. 

Steady  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  in  the  abatement  of 
the  great  nuisance  of  the  district — the  Privy  Midden  and  the  Pail  Closets, 
the  breeding  ground  of  the  common  house  fly.

III.— STREET  SCAVENGING. 

The  administration  of  this  part  is  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Depart- 
ment. 

Eoad  and  street  sweeping  and  the  emptying  of  gullies  are  regularly 
and  systematically  carried  out  by  means  of  manual  labour  and  mechani- 
cal sweeping  brush. 

As  a result  of  the  increased  heavy  traffic  in  recent  years  from  tram- 
ways, heavy  and  speedy  motor  traction,  and  other  vehicles,  mud  is 
attracted  to  the  surface  of  the  streets,  due  to  weight  and  suction.  The 
result  is  that  the  streets  are  dirtier,  and  require  much  more  frequent 
attention,  especially  in  wet  weather. 

Street  gully  refuse  is  carted  away  with  a tumbler  cart,  either  to 
farmers  or  the  Corporation  tip. 

During  hot  or  dry  weather  the  streets  are  \vatered  by  means  of  two 
patent  water  sprinkling  carts  to  keep  down  the  dust  and  cool  the  streets. 
At  the  same  time  disinfecting  fluid  is  added  to  the  water  to  prevent  im- 
mediate putrefaction  of  horse  droppings  and  other  organic  matter. 

The  total  superficial  area  of  roads  and  streets  which  the  Corporation 
is  responsible  for  amonnts  to  193,828  square  yards. 

The  total  numbei'  of  gullies  in  the  same  is  1981. 

The  whole  surface  of  these  roads  and  streets  is  scavenged  weekly. 

The  total  number  of  gullies  emptied  amounts  to  9G‘22. 
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The  following  table  gives  a classified  statement  of  the  number  of 
premises  visited,  the  defects  or  nuisances  discovered,  and  the  action  and 
result  of  action  taken  in  regard  to  them. 
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NOTICES. 

There  are  two  kinds  of  notices  served  from  this  department,  the  pre- 
liminary or  intimation  notice,  and  the  statutory  or  legal  notice.  The 
particular  kind  of  notice  served  depends,  of  course,  upon  the  circumstances 
of  the  case. 

The  various  Acts  of  Parliament,  Orders,  etc.,  under  which  the  afore- 
said notices  were  served  are  as  follows  : —

THE  TOWN’S  FOOD  SUPPLY. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  little  complaint  was  found  necessary 
concerning  the  general  food  supply  of  the  town.  The  inspection  of  food- 
stuffs is  a duty  which  absorbs  much  time  and  labour.  It  is  not  directed, 
as  some  would  appear  to  think,  to  one  or  two  particular  kinds  of  food,  but 
includes  all  articles  of  food  exposed  for  sale.  Of  course  milk  and  meat 
occupy  very  prominent  places  in  the  list,  but  they  are  not  the  only  food- 
stuffs wTiich  require  our  constant  and  regular  attention.  Taken  as  a 
whole,  food  inspection  may  be  said  to  be  divided  into  two  parts  : — 

(a)  Examinations  to  show  whether  diseased  or  unsound  conditions 
are  present  ; 

(o)  For  the  purpose  of  detecting  fraud  by  adulteration. 

The  amount  of  Food  seized  and  destroyed  under  the  Unsound  Food 
Acts  is  as  follows  : —400  tins  of  condensed  milk;  3 cases  of  rabbits; 
7 cwts.  Flour  (this  was  disposed  of  for  textile  purposes). 

I would  recommend  that  a more  vigorous  campaign  be  undertaken 
with  reference  to  the  Unsound  Food  Acts. 

HOUSING. 

{See  report  of  M.O.II.) 

OVEPvCROWDING. 

As  families  grow  up  it  follows  that  more  sleeping  accommodation  is 
reqaired.  It  is  not  so  much  a question  of  cubic  space  as  of  morals,  and 
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occupiers  complain  that  they  are  unable  to  obtain  houses  with  three  bed- 
rooms at  a reasonable  rent,  so  they  have  to  remain  where  they  are.  The 
worst  feature  of  this  difficulty  is  that  it  appears  likely  to  continue.  No 
new  houses  have  been  built  during  the  year  1920,  one  was  built  during  the 
3^ear  1914,  eight  were  built  in  the  year  1913,  five  in  the  year  1912,  and  few, 
if  any,  houses  are  being  erected  which  will  meet  the  needs  of  these  people. 

COMMON  DEFECTS  IN  HOUSES. 

The  chief  defects  met  with  in  local  houses  are  (1)  dampness,  due  to 
absence  of  damp-proof  courses  ; (2)  absence  of  proper  places  to  store  food  ; 
(3)  defective  roofs  and  damp  floors  ; (4)  windows  which  are  unable  to  be 
opened  ; (5)  defective  drainage  and  sanitary  conveniences,  and  unpaved 
yards;  (6)  defective  arrangements  for  cooking  and  washing;  (7)  chimney 
flues,  &c. 

SANITATION  IN  FACTOEIES  AND  WOEKSHOPS. 

Factories  are  inspected  by  us  at  the  instigation  of  His  Majesty’s 
Inspector  of  Factories.  I have  received  three  such  reports  during  the 
year  1920. 

Workshops.  The  supervision  of  workshops,  on  the  other  hand,  is 
part  of  your  Inspector’s  duty.  The  difference  between  a factory  and  a 
workshop  is  that  in  the  former  mechanical  power  is  used,  while  in  the 
latter  it  is  not. 

INFECTION  AND  DISINFECTION. 

The  fact  that  we  had  notified  78  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  37  of  Tuber- 
culosis, and  3 of  I'yphoid  Fever,  a total  in  all  of  229  cases,  shows  that 
considerable  time  had  to  be  devoted  to  this  work.  Our  method  is  to 
fumigate  the  infected  rooms  with  formaldehyde  or  sulphurous  acid  gas 
and  every  house  is  dealt  with  according  to  its  requirements.  Iti  May  we 
disinfected  every  room  in  the  mill  of  Messrs.  J.  Chadwick  & Co.  Ltd., 
owing  to  the  outbreak  of  Smallpox. 

We  have  also  disinfected  12  Day  and  Sunday  Schools  in  the  borough 
at  the  request  of  the  Local  Education  Authority.  We  also  pay  particular 
attention  to  the  sanitary  conveniences  of  the  Day  Schools.  , 

ATMOSPHERIC  POUvUTfON. 

The  only  form  of  atmospheric  pollution  in  Dukin field  is  that  brought 
about  by  the  smoke  from  mill,  factory,  aud  dwelling-house  chimneys. 
There  is  no  more  need  for  a sooty  atmosphere  than  for  an  impure  water 
or  milk  supply,  and  it  is  impossible  to  distinguish  between  these  as  to 
their  importance  from  a health  point  of  view. 
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It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  an}"  legal  proceedings  in  this 
matter  during  the  year.  As  regards  dwelling-houses,  it  has  been  found 
advisable  for  the  police  to  be  instructed  to  take  action  against  firing  of 
dwelling-house  chimneys. 

CANAL  BOATS  ACTS. 

Copy  of  Report  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Health.

I may  state  the  following  in  reference  to  the  requirements  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health.

(2)  The  number  of  inspections  made,  21  ; visits  to  the  Canal,  70. 

(3)  As  regards  the  matter  dealt  with  under  the  Acts,  viz. ; — Regis- 
tration, Notification  of  Change  of  Alaster,  Certificates,  Marking, 
Overcrowding,  Separation  of  the  Sexes,  Cleanliness,  Ventila- 
tion, Painting,  Provision  of  Water  Cask,  Removal  of  Bilge 
Water,  Notification  of  Infectious  Disease,  and  admittance  of 
Inspector. 

These  Boats  and  their  occupants  have  all  been  in  accordance 
with  the  Acts,  and  consequently  questions  Nos.  4,  5,  6 and  7 
are  nil. 

(8  & 9)  Dukinfield  not  being  a Registration  District  or  Centre,  these 
questions  do  not  apply.

A careful  study  of  these  figures  show  that  the  present  year  on  Novem- 
ber 8tb,  1920,  we  held  the  lowest  stock  of  dairy  cattle,  viz. ; — 80*73%  since 
the  outbreak  of  hostilities  ; the  lowest  stock  of  pigs  held  by  farmers  was 
in  the  years  1915  and  1917,  viz.  : — 35*35%  and  36-00%  ; the  lowest  stock 
of  pigs  held  by  householders  or  the  cottagers’  pigs,  were  held  in  the  year 
1917,  viz.  : —47*5%  ; the  lowest  stocks  of  pigs  from  these  combined  sources 
w^as  in  the  year  1917,  viz.  : — 44‘5%. 

The  farmers  during  the  present  year  have  increased  their  stock  of  pigs 
by  20%  over  the  preceding  year  ; householders  39%  over  preceding  year. 

Increase  from  all  sources  34%  over  the  preceding  year,  and  15%  in- 
crease over  the  basic  year  of  1914. 

IV.— BOAED  OF  AGEICULTBEE  AND  FISIIEEIES. 

1.— DAIEIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSIIOPS 

OEDEE. 

Kegulations  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk- 
shops  Order  of  1885  were  adopted  by  your  Authority  in  1887.  In  1904 
further  regulations  were  adopted  hy  your  Council  on  the  basis  of  the 
model  Bye-Laws  of  the  Local  Government  Board. 
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In  some  cases  there  is  not  sufficient  air  space,  and  the  lighting  and 
ventilation  of  these  buildings  could  be  improved. 

I have  made  145  visits  to  these  Cowsheds,  &c.,  and  I find  in  every 
case  the  dairies  and  utensils  are  kept  scrupulously  clean. 

The  Cowsheds,  as  a whole,  are  in  good  condition,  and  highly  credit- 
able so  far  as  cleanliness  and  tidiness,  and  there  is  a general  desire  on  the 
part  of  the  local  farmers  to  comply  with  the  requirements. 

As  regards  the  milkshops,  every  care  is  taken  to  see  that  all  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Regulations  recently  come  into  force  are  carried  out.

2.— .WATEE  SUPPLY. 

Twelve  out  of  the  fifteen  farms  are  supplied  direct  from  the  public 
mains  on  the  constant  system,  the  remaining  three  from  a private  reser- 
voir belonging  to  the  Estate,  fed  by  a Hydraulic  Ram  and  constructed  at 
an  elevation  sufficient  to  give  a constant  supply.  4Tie  drainage  is  very 
satisfactory.

3.— TUBEHCULOSJS  ORDlEi,  1913. 

d'he  Tuberculosis  Order  of  3 913  (Inset  No.  22)  was  revoked  and 
superseded  by  the  Tuberculosis  Order  of  1914  on  the  1 st  July  1918,  but 
the  operation  of  the  latter  Order  was  suspended  by  Order  of  the  Board  as 
from  Gth  August,  1915.  There  is  therefore  no  Order  of  the  Board  under 
the  above-mentioned  Acts  dealing  with  Bovine  Tuberculosis  in  operation 
' at  the  present  time.  It  is  intended,  however,  that  the  operation  of  the 
Order  of  lul4  shall  be  revived  at  a date  which  has  not  yet  been  fixed. 

Under  the  original  Order  of  1913  wo  have  had  two  cases  which  have 
been  dealt  with  according  to  the  Act,  the  particulars  and  records  of  which 
were  furnished  to  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.
